France's Foreign Legion. 


Probably the most remarkable army di- 


vision in the world is the foreign legion of 
France. It is this legion which is Invaria- 
bly sent into the greatest danger. When- 
ever there are hardships to be borne to 
which the French authorities do not care to 
expose the regular troops, the foreign legion 
is invariably designated for the purpose. 


Naturally tho question arises, Why is 


this so? 


The character of the men who fill its 


ranks is the explanation.

Many of 
them are serving under incognitos and 
place no value upon their lives. Fully 50 
per cent are foreigners, adventurers and 
refugees.

A GREAT SPEECH. 


Of the closing speeches in tbe House 


on Saturday, that of Mr. Reed was 
decidedly tbe ablest and tbe most 
elevated in character. Others com- 
manded great applause by charms of 
voice and delivery; others appealed

On« day not long ago, when the afternoon

At tho hotel It was learntx 
tiutt the man was it mining export on the 
way from one of the camps In southern 
New Mexico to Denver with his wife ant 
child, but had been obliged to leave the 
train by the sudden illness of hla wife 
Having made the wife comfortable (she hat 
not been In great danger at any time), the 
husband took tho next train north, leaving 
the wife, with her little girl, to recover ai 
leisure. It is interesting to note that there 
was nothing remarkable about that in tins 
country, nor is the fact.less interesting 
when it is said that this wife, although 
among entire strangers, was perfectly at 
ease, without self consciousness, and pro- 
ceeded on the road to health. 


Two or three days later a chance ac~ 


qnaintanoe asked her to go with him while 
he photographed two of tho points of inter- 
est in tho town—the adobe wall, 318 years 
old, that fences one side of Death alley, 
»nd a cottonwood tree that shades It. Th« 
wall when flrat built served as a fort for a 
party of Spaniards, who were well nigh 
wiped out by tho Indians, and tho alley got 
its name from tho fight that then dtaiiied 
the wall with blood and from the lynching 
of sundry bad citizens who were hanged 
from a limb of the cottonwood.

•ubjcctR, and thotalknaturallyran to fron- 
tier talcs aid experiences, especially the ex- 
periences of the young woman. 


"Did yon evor aoo a. raim hanged?" asked

I was with my husband in 
one of the camps near Denver, andwhon we 
got up one morning and looked out tho 
back door of the dining room, as we were 
going to sit down to breakfast, we saw a 
man swinging from a tree there on a back 
street. It was a desperado, and they had 
hanged him overnight." 


"That was a remarkable experience," said

But then I 
never do think much of what you would 
call remarkable experiences until after. I 
remember being in another camp near that 
one and seeing another man dead from vio- 
lence. I used to ride down every day quite 
a distance to the po.ilofUce. We didn"'t have 
an.' in our camp because it was a new oue. 
So one day as I cantered along I saw a man 
lying face down beside the trail. My first 
thought was that ho was drunk of course. 
Then I thoughtho mightbo sick, sol reined 
in tho horse and spoke to him. But he did 
not answei; or move, and so I got down and 
turned him over. A great hole had been 
shot through his breast. 
There was an 


empty shotgun under him. He had killed 
himself. There was no one anywhere in 
sight, so I left him there and rode on into 
town and notified tho authorities and got 
the mail. When I got home to the board- 
ing bouse, I told some of my friends about 
it, and they were worse frightened at the 
thought of seeing a dead man than I ever 
was at anything. But then they couldn't 
help it; they had been trained in the cast " 


"Wore you ever really frightened by any 


such exporicnceP" was asked. 


"Why, yes, after it wasover. I was pretty

thing is always happening m a mining 
town, though, and one gets used to all sorts 
of experiences. Now I suppose that your 
i astern girls would bo frightened half to 
death if they should awake to find a man 
in their bedroom. I woke up that way once. 
My husband was In Denver. It was a moon- 
light night, and when the air from an open 
window awoke me I saw a stranger right 
by the bed. Ho was a thief. We had re- 
ceived a lot of coin for a trade, and he had 
heard of it. -What did I do? I always sleep 
with a six shooter under my pillow and my 
hand under there too. The moment I saw 
liim I pointed my revolver at his nose. I 
didn't say a word and he didn't. There was 
no call for words—just motions—and he 
made them right away. Ho didn't stay a 
little bit." 


"According to tho mine camp stories no 


place is so free of thieves and robbers as a 
mine camp," remarked the acquaintance. 


"Yes, so they say, but everybody in a mine 


camp lives and talks in the superlative. 
The innate honesty of the minor is exagger- 
ated to cover all the citizens of the camp. 
Now there Is another thing you'll read 
about—the wonderful chivalry of the peo- 
ple in the camps Those stories are all true, 
and they are not true. Women are treated 
with unusual deference there, but there are 
exceptions to tho rule. I had an experience 
In that way loo." 


Quite as interesting as the stones them- 


selves was the manner of the telling The 
stories would not have been told at all but

The breadfruit tree, Artocarpus incisa,

It is from 5 to 8 inches in diameter and 
to tcs insipid when cooked.

In Samoa 
and Tahiti the tree yields iv snccensiou of 
tv, a or three ciop<j during eight months in 
th ' year. "Its fruitfuliiess is Baid to ex-

gr iwn. It disperses entholy with the la- 
bo [• of tho agriculturist, the miller, the bak- 
er 
There need be no care for seedtime or 


harvest. There is no thrashing, nogilnd- 
Inj;, no kneading—in fact, the islanders of 
th" South fceus have their bread ready pre- 
paid and have only to place it on the coals 
as they need it," says Ober. 


' 'his placing on the coals is a picturesque 


afl air, like a, Khode Island clambake. The 
fn it i» cut up, tho core removed, and, hot 
Bt< nee having been placed in a hollow in 
thn earth and covered with leaves, the 
fn it is laid on top and again covered with 
Iwvfoj and liotstones, on which more 
-breadfruit is laiot then another layer of 
let ves and stones, and on top of all earth is 
he iped to a depth of 0 inches or more. The 
ho stone bake lasts about 30 minutes, and 
th<i result is a brown piece of natural 
bn ad, white or perhaps yellow inside and 
veiy nntiHtoUB. Some think it more like 
thi plantain than wheat bread. It is al- 
m< st tasteless when cooked green, but is 
hit My appreciated by experts when al- 
Itn ed to ripen just a little—not to a yellow 
fitnte, however, when ifc has a decayed 
fla/or. I found it impossible to like it 
vei y much in any state, but it 80i>nis to be 
acquired taste with some whom I havo 
henitl pralseit. This Is the seel bearing 
bn adft'uit which grows throughout Poly- 
ne- m, but the true bread of the Moluccas, 
wli leh is propagated only by cutting—the 
seeds being entirely aborted by cultiva- 
tic i—is a different plant.

whUe caps, driving clouds and all that sort 
of tiling, to seiy nothing of the possibilities 
of delightful companionship and the de- 
luious mieomenlloiialily of meeting one's 
fellow men and women with all the tor- 
niuhtynud restiamteof on shore life thrown 
off; no making talk or anything of that 
kind, out knocking about carelessly and 
easily in flnnnc>l suits and having "a real 
good time," Or. again, racing, with its ex- 
citements, and -jruising, with all its possi- 
bilities of advanture — as. for example, 
cruising to Bar Harbor, where, It is well 
known, America's fairbot daughters gather 
yearly, decked in their best, for the sole 
puipose of making Bar Harbor a Utopia 
and haven of rest for those who have plenty 
of money and go down to the sea in expen- 
sive yachts 


Such is the popular and accepted view of 


yachting, but there is another and gloomy 
side to the picture which the writer, who 
is sometimfs inclined to growl, can set 
forth clearly in three distinct statements, 
with an open challenge to contradiction— 
fitst, that to "go and take a sail" in a small 
boat belonging to some one else and to sail 
aimlessly about on the open sea is "an awful 
bore;" secondly, that to go HS "amateur 
crew" on a rowing yacht under 60 Ceet long 
is not only a bore, but a hardship, and on 
yachts over CO feet In length it is not cus- 
tomary to have an "amateur ciew," unless 
an occasional and almost always useless 
passenger can be considered such, and last- 
ly, that cruising is a lottery absolutely de- 
pendent on the weather

o£ pig iion, and those below are shaken 
about like corn in n popper, and those on 
deck simply hold on and duck their heads
